depends upon conditions in the elevator shaft. Usually, from U" to V/ 4 " clearance is allowed between the end of the 
saddle and the edge of the elevator cab. 

When saddles of extreme width are to be constructed, two or more fluted flat sections, with or without nosing may be used 
side by side or on end with a plate underneath. The pattern of all fluted sections being identical, the joint will not be apparent. 

If a sheet metal apron is used within the shaft Section No. 4560, or 4561 is used, or nosing No. 4565, or an anele If an angle 
is used, same may be fastened flush with the edge of the saddle or the angle is recessed sufficiently to receive the apron. 

The sheet metal apron may be straight or bent at an angle according to conditions in the elevator shaft and may be fastened to 
the nosing or angle in front or in back. If fastened to the front, the nosing is sufficiently heavy to receive tap screws If fastened 
to the back, the head of the screw or bolt is countersunk into the leg of the nosing or angle. 

If no sheet metal apron is used, the angle or nosing acts as a plaster stop.
